INTERMEDIARY TO MOBUTU CONCERNING POSSIBLE RETURN OE 
EAMOUS KATANGAN GENDARMES TO ZAIRE. HE SAID JOSE TSHOMBE, 
DESCRIBED AS NEPHEW OF MOISE/TSHOMBE IS IN TOUCH WITH 
KATANGAN GENDARMES EROM LUANDA, TELLING THEM THAT IE THEY 
ACCEPT MOBUTU'S LATEST AMNESTY OEEER, THEY WILL REGRET IT AND 
ALLEGEDLY OFEERING TO MOVE THE GROUP TO SOUTH AFRICA. 

ON OTHER HAND, RODRIQUES SAYS THAT IF TSHOMBE IS PROMISED 
PAYOFE BY MOBUTU FOR CERTAIN DATANGAN POLITICAL LEADERS, 

HE, TSHOMBE, WILL CONVINCE THE 1500 MEN INVOLVED THAT 
THEY SHOULD INDEED RETURN TO ZAIRE BEFORE JAN 1 WHEN AMNESTY 
OEFER EXPIRES. RODRIGUES ADDS THAT THE 1500 EX-KATANGAN GENDARMES 
ARE THE BEST BLACK MILITARY FORCE IN AFRICA. HE EXPECTS TO SEE 
MOBUTU TOMORROW. OH, YES, TSHOMBE IS SAID TO BE IN 
LUANDA UNDER ASSUMED NAME: SOMETHING LIKE MUMBA.
